<EE SEEDS AND CHICKEN FEED. 

\ Senator Lodge used some plain 
And emphatic language the other 
dawn discussing the free seed busi- 
ness, ttt^t we are inclined to think he 
was just\about right. He said the 
yearly distribution of Ireed seeds was 
regarded by the people as a huge 
joke. He said it was an expensive 
joke and a sheer waste of the public 
money. He said it would be about 
as logical to send out free watches 
or other commodies to the people 
who want them more than they 
want seed*. Whatever justification 
the free seeds business may have 
had in the inception, because of cer- 1 
tuin valuable aims, it has none now, 
because those aims have either l>een 
abandoned or are being better ful- 
filled in some other way. 

Two points were raised in reply to 
Senator Lodge and in defence of the 
system. One was that "rare and 
valuable'' seeds were being distrib 
uted, which could thus be tested for 
practical use in different parts of the 
country. That we believe to lie 
chiefly an error, Most, if not all, the 
seeds distributed are of "commoi 
garden varieties," or are such a* 
he obtained from any up-to-date 
seedsman. So far as the exprimen- 
tal use of new or rare varieties is 
concerned, it can be done far lietter 
at the official agricultural experiment 
stations. That is what those ex- 
nt stations are for. The other 
point was that the system should be 
continued because the people in some 
States liked it, and the Senators and 
Representatives wanted to keep on 
•leasing their constituents. Doubt-
